likely to be in the Pacific than the Atlantic.

® The obvious reason for this forc- 


asl is that Japan is fundamentally a 
t-n power—and therefore the only 
angiblo threat to joint British-U. S. 
ontrol of ocean commerce. 
Fighling there may be in the Al- 


nntic. We have already had some. 
3ul it belongs in the category of 
jndcclarcd warfare. No real navy 
opposes the Anglo-American fleets in 
.he Allanlic. 


But in the Pacific there is the Ja- 


panese fleet, holding third rank among 
world navies. Any conflict in the 
Orient, therefore, involves the pos- 
sibility of a declaration of war—a de- 
claration, incidentally, which would 
rind an America absolutely united. 
For in the Pacific the issue must 
ae purely naval. 


Oddly enough, Japan, an empire 


which owes most of ils power to its 
Navy ,is for the moment in the hands 
of its Army. What makes Ihe situa- 
tion so dangerous is that Japanese 
admirals have been traditionally re- 
spectful 
of British-American naval 


strength, while Japanese generals, less 
well-informed, have been impatient 
and disrespectful. 


And the wrong crowd can plunge 


Japan into a war which 
America 


would at a moment's notice guarantee 
lo see lo a finish.

A Mere $250,000,000 
in Gold 


Once there- was a great country of 


133,000,000 pepole. It was part of a 
world, a certain metal dug out of 
nc ground, called gold, achieved a 
osjtion of being, a measure of value, 


matter why—over many centuries, 


t did. 
There came a time when praclical- 
y all the gold in the world came 
o that great country. A chain of 
ircumstanccs brought this lo pass, 
ncluding Ihe most terrible depression 
he world had ever known, and the 
nost terrible war. Nobody wanted it 
o be Iruc, bul il was true. 
Then people said "How can we con- 


.inue to use gold as a measure of 
value when nobody has any of it but 
.his groat country?" There was sense 
n what they said. 


But the great country was unable 


to adjusl ilself lo changes in limes, 
lold has always been valuable as 
a measure, il said. II is desirable. 
We have it. Good! 


But when lhat war was over, Ihe 


other peoples and countries said: "Why 
should we continue lo use as a med- 
ium of exchange, and a measure of 
value, Ihis metal gold which only 
this one country possesses?" And they 
changed their minds, being driven 
by sheer necessity to change them; 
and they devised a work-hour unit 
to measure value. Gold was nothing 
bul something to fill leclh and jewelry 
with. 


And the people of the great coun- 


try, burdened with tons of gold which 
nobody would take, and which hence 
had no value since nobody wanted it, 
look il all and casl il inlo the sea, 
and started all over again. 


Thai is a fable. It never did hap- 


pen. But it might happen. 


It is up to the United Slates, which 


has all the gold, to see that it docs 
not happen. How? By distributing 
some of the excess gold to other coun- 
Irics in exchange for more badly nced- 
d metals and materials. Then many 
ithcr countries will have gold, too, 
nd they can use it to exchange for 
hings, and trade may again pros- 
ier. 


Is this all dreaming? Not at all. D.

'ollows the war, there will be coun- 
ries which can buy from the United 
Slates because they will be using 
nonc-y adjusted to a definite relation- 
ship to our own. 


A mere $250,000,000 in gold is just 


a chip off the enormous and swollen 
gold hoards of the United Slates. Is 
it not time lo begin thinking in terms 
of 1945 and not in terms of 1875?

Anthony & Son 
Building Big 
Mill Near Hope 


Sawmill/ Planer 
and Kiln to 
Employ 80 Men 
by January 1 


Anthony & 'Son arc constructing n 


permanent sawmill just south of Hope 
on Highway 29 which is expected to 
begin operations the first of the year 
employing about 80 men on a single 
shift. 


The mill, owned by J. W. Anthony, 


Murfrcesboro, and his son, Graydon 
Anthony, McCti.skill, is located on a 
25-acrc plot between the Lcwisvillc 
highway and the Louisiana & Ar- 
kansas Railway. 


Graydon Anthony told The Star 


Monday that the firm plans to buy 
cut-over land ;md grow its own tim- 
ber, making the new Hope mill a per- 
manent plant. The firm operates mills' 
also at Murfrcesboro, McCaskill and 
Hot Springs—and the Murfreesboro 
mill h»s a perpetual cut. 


The planer now used in the McCns- 


kill mill is being moved to Hope but 
all the other machinery installed here 
will be new, including a modern saw- 
mill and the latest type of kiln. 


The mill will cut timber in Hemp- 


stcnd, Nevada nnd LaFayolte counties, 
being centrally located, with a rail- 
road and :\ stale highway on either 
side 
of

property,

Nine employes' houses have been 


constructed on the north side of the 
mill property, and when completed 
there will be 30 houses—20 for white 
nnd 10 for negro employes.

British Traditionally 
Weak in Fighting 
on Land

LONDON — The average person in 


London today cannot understand why 
Britain does not storm the continent, 
open up a real "Western Front" now 
that Germany is tied up in an all- 
out effort to smash the Russian arm- 
ies. 


But the big people, the generals, 


the air force chiefs, the men of the 
navy, the politicians of Whitehall, 
know the reason. Bluntly put, it's mi- 
litary weakness. These men in "au- 
thoritative circles" arc not deluding 
themselves that the Maginot Line 
type of defense they have built up 
since thlc chaotic hours of Dunkirk 
is yet a striking force. 


England today could probably not 


land more than six fully equipped 
divisions in France. These would be 
met, 
despite tthc campaign in the 


cast, by 20 to 30 German divisions. 


Many critics of the current British 


military policy sense this, of course 
but have had their outlook colored by 
the wishful-thinking of refugees and 
the unrest in France. The latler, al- 
though possibly true, still remains too 
indecisive a military fcator 
when 


planning a final campaign that could 
mean total victory or total defeat 
for Britain. 


Stories, too, of enormous RAF bomb 


damage in Germany and a German 
morale which is fast beginning to 
break, have also done their logic no 
good. 


For the logic of the matter is, RAF 


raids, like those of the Luftwaffe, 
will not win any war unless in con- 
unction with land and naval forces, 
'roof is the battering which England 
eceivcd from a numerically superior 
Herman Air force stationed but some 
hirty miles from London during the 
vinter of 1940-41. 


Great damage was done to London 


and to the other important cities of 
Britain but after one long winter of 
•ilmost constant batering, he vital 
western docks and the important in- 
iustrics of England still remain in- 
.act 
and the morale good. 


The RAF has admittedly done great 


damage to the invasion ports and to 
.he small cities which surround them. 
But because they do not have enough 
Flying Fortresses and British four- 
engine bombers, they cannot pene- 
trate into incr Germany in sufficient 
number to do a job of mass destruc- 
tion. 


A large raid on Berlin two nights 


in a row just about represents an all- 
out effort, because only these four- 
engine bombers can carry 
enough 


bombs to make the trip worthwhile. 


During the winter of 1940-41, when 


the RAF was striking at Berlin, it 
was being done with the two-engine 
planes . that could remain over the 
target area no longer than 20 se- 
conds, so close was the ratio of gaso- 
line to bomb load.

Negro Damage 


Case Is Heard 


Charles Vaughn 
Suing Jake, Mollie 
and Lorene Moore 


The suit of Charles Vaughn, Hope 


negro, asking for 
513,500 
damages 


from Jake Moore, Mollie Moore, and 
Lorcnc Moore, also local negroes, for 
alleged unlawful assault and bat- 
tery, was heard in circuit court Mon- 
day. 


Talbot Feild, Jr., is the lawyer for 


the plaintiff, and O. A. Graves and 
Steve Carrignn represent the defen- 
dants. 


On the witness stand Vaughn stat- 


ed that he was induced by Jake 
Moore and his wife, Lizzie Moore, to 
come to Hope from Blythcvillc to 
work in a cleaning and pressing shop 
owned by the Moores at a salary of 
?20 a week. He teslified thai when he 
refused lo accept a cut in wages he 
was brutally beaten by Iwo of the 
defendants on February 
14 al his 


home. He charged thai Jake Moore 
held a gun on Ihe plaintiff's 
wife, 


Diola Vaughn, and encouraged Ihe 
other negroes in beating and "stomp- 
ing" him. 


A cross-complain was offered by the 


defendants. In stuling his client's plea, 
Mr. Graves said that the cause of the 
alleged assault was that one of Ihe 
defendants, Lorene Moore, had been 
carnally abused by Ihe plaintiff. Dur- 
ing the case il developed that Lizzie 
and Jake Moore had secured a war- 
lanl for the arrest oil Vaughn on the 
carnal charge and that Vaughn had 
been tried and aquilled in municipal 
court here. 


F. B. Ward, who was a member of 


the Hope police force at Ihe lime of 
Ihe alleged disturbance, investigalcd 
the figlH and told the jury that he re- 
quested Jake Moore lu go to tile po- 
lice station soon after the incident. 
Moore went lo Ihe slat ion and lold 
Uie officers thai Ihe plaintiff had as- 
saulted his cousin, Lorene Moore, 
Ward testified. 


Other witnesses in the case wore to 


be heard Monday afternoon.

Stalin Calls on 
Population to 
Lend Army Aid 


Germans, Allies 
Reported Driving 
Towards Rostov in 
Donets Basin 


By (lie Associated Press 
The German high command said 


Monday that new wedges had been 
driven into Moscow's defense line with 
two more Red army groups wiped out 
and that German soldiers and allies in 
southern Russia were sweeping anew 
toward the industrial Donets basin and. 
Rostov, gateway to the oil riches of 
the Caucasus. 


Moscow, under state of siege pro- 


claimed by Stalin, braced for the em- 
pact of German forces only 57 miles 
away at one point. 


Emphasizing the seriousness of the 


situation confronting Russia the proc- 
lamation appealed to Moscows popu- 
lation to lend all aid to the Red 
army, ordered the execution of pre- 
varicators and spies. 


The Russians reported that a gi- 
antic battle was raging on the two 
main aproaches to the city—in the 
egion of Mozhaisk and Haloyarsla- 
ets, which are 57 miles airline west 
nd 65 miles south of the city. 
The Germans said their armies had 
ierced strong Russian defenses at 
everal points on the central front 
>efore Moscow and said fierce Soviet 
ounter attacks had failed to pinch 
he spearheads. 
Two additional Red army groups 
vere reported encircled and wiped 
out in the new thrust and an addition-* 
al 7,000 prisoners were added to the 
staggering total the Germans already 
claim to have taken. 


London sources said the pace of the 
rerman ground offensive appeared^ to 
oe abating compared,' with the first 
stages of the drive which started 
October 2, but they found no evidence 
that the weight of the assault was 
slowing up. 


With snow covering the Russian 


plains on the central front weather 
conditions become generally unfavor- 
able for active operations. 


It was also reported that the Fin- 


nish drive from Petrozavodsk along 
the 
Murmansk-Leningrad 
railway, 


skirting Lake Onega on the west 
was meeting fierce resistance. 


Pradva, Moscow newspapers, de- 


clared that the Germans have already 
lost nearly 4 million in killed and 
wounded since the invasion started 
but "still these accursed locusts come 
on." 


On the southern front the Germans 


said the Russians 
were 
retreating 


everywhere before renewed German, 
offensives which they said resulted in 
the capture of Taganrog, on the north 
shore of the sea of Azov. 


This reported success placed the 


Nazis only 30 miles from the Don 
river town of Rostov. 


Clamor in Britain for the opening 


of a British land front against the 
Germans to relieve the Russians was 
raised again. Factory st; wards rep- 
resenting arms workers in 300 key 
workshops in the land adopted a 
statement in which they said they in- 
sisted on immediate opening of a sec- 
ond front.

Fence Arrives 
for the SPG 


Construction Started 


on 73 of 120 Per- 
manent Buildings 


With the arrival of wire fabric for 


the Southwestern Proving 
Ground 


fence, work will continue on this 
phase of the construction and a sur- 
vey of specifications for the job re- 
veals that this fifty-five miles of eight 
foot nonclimbable enclosure has few 
equals in the nation and is unique 
in some respects, SPG officials an- 
nounced Monday. 


The fence is provided for prelection 


of the general public ar.d will com- 
pletely encircle the reservation. oPsts 
for Ihe fence will be sunk in con- 
crete and carry screw fastened angle 
arms al Ihe top lo which will be af- 
fixed strands of barbed wire. Im- 
mediately inside the fence will be a 
gravelled patrol road. A feature of 
the fence construction is the instal- 
lation of flood gates where streams 
are crossed. These- gales are built so 
that at certain water levels the gates 
will automatically open and when the 
water level recedes the barriers will 
go back down. 


With 73 of a total of 120 permanent 


facilities now under construction and 
with completion of htese struclures 
estimated to be from 5 to ninety-eight 
per cent complete, plan of the pro- 
ject is growing more evident daily.

"Farmers have recognized since the 


nttbreak of the war that ultimately 
Lhey would be culled upon to speed 
up production of certain commodities 
ns one of (heir contributions to the 
safeguarding of the democratic way of 
life, the foundation of which is in the 
gress roots of America." Mr. Short 
su id. 


"In anticipation of this emergency 


demand, it can bo truthfully said that 
they have quietly gone about the task 
of planning their operations to fit any 
responsibilities which they might, be 
asked to shoulder. Arkansas formers, 
by their cooperation in the various ac- 
tion programs and 
particularly by 


their long-time acceptance of the lead- 
ership of their Land Grant College 
and its Agricultural Extension Service 
and fixperimcnl Stations, have placed 
themselves in a strategic position to 
move hurriedly, but orderly, when de- 
mands upon them for the general pub- 
lic welfare were made.

situation in 1917 when our patriotic ef- 
forts proved a boomerang.

was sponsored by you through your 
own Farm Bureau, we now have a 
measure of protection from a reoc- 
currence of that situation. 


"It is a source of gratification to me

|»m now stands at n crossroads in 
national history, Premier Ecki Tojo 
culled Monday for "iron unity among 
all fighting arms and on the people 
to cope with the encirclement of Ja- 
pan by foreign powers." 


Tojo's appeal issued in the ordei 


of the day directed to the war office 
in his duel role of premier and war 
minister. 


He told officials of the war depart- 


ment in an address that they must 
be prepared to sacrifice everything. 


He declared that it was his linn 


determination to assure peace and 
order and cited ns evidence of his 
purpose the fact tbal he was his own 
minister as well as premier and war 
minister.

Asked by Japanese reporters to olo- 


Ijorato the Premier said he did not 
want to Inl kbecause "there has been 
too much talk already."

peace, but a firm defense of our coun- 
try whenever the circumstances ar- 
rive.

RAF activity has been, as oficial 
communiques state, "one an ever in- 
creasing scale." Unfortunately,

supply of Flying Fortresses from the 
U. S. has been small and not suf- 
ficient to over,-come the big plane 
losses which the Royal Air Force has 
suffered over France and Germany. 


And the reservoir

either in England or in Germany. 
Many pilots 1 knew personally one 
year ago are now dead. No total figur- 
es of men killed in air action have 
been released. 


As for the total effect of RAF raids 


to date on Germany, the reports 1 
heard in Losbon recently from se- 
veral competent neutral observers are 
disquieting. Berliners, they said, are 
now taking air raids in stride. 


Evidently, like those Londoners who 


showed signs of panic during the early 
September and October raids of 1940, 
many Berliners too gave evidence last 
spring of unrest as British planes con- 
tinued to break through the Berlin 
antiaircraft barrage. Now, however, 
they are settling down. 


British Pin Hopes on U. 
S. Entry 
As for the bomb damage, although 


great in some sections of France and 
Germany, it in no way approaches 
what has been done to England, and 
German production is beig maintain- 
ed.
